on good au thority here that the cru is­ 
er Maryland, equ ipped for a cru ise of 
five thou sand miles, will leave here 
some time Tu esday to act as a convoy

picking u p refu gees at ports on the 
west coast of Mexico. 
The 
Bu ford 
carries .forty armed men and nu rses 
and doctors. 
Thousand Americans in Peril. 
Washington, April 29 .—Consu lar ad 
vices from the west coast of 
Mexico 
are to the .effect that at 
least 
1,000 
Americans In that section are in peril 
and are clamoring to get ou t of the 
cou ntry at the earliest moment possi­ 
ble. 
For several weeks dozWnk of citizens 
of the United States have been making 
their way to the west coast by every 
means of transportation available. 
Army Talks of Intervention. 
Owing to the critical situ ation of 
himdrcds of Americans in Mexico, ln- 
tervenrion on the part of the United 
States is being discu ssed privately in 
the capital and some su ch action In 
the near fu tu re is regarded as almost 
inevitable by many officials in a posi­ 
tion to predict fu tu re events. 
Army officers cannot talk 
pu blicly 
regarding the situ ation in the s*nith- 
ern repu blic, bu t a#nong their friends 
they make no secret of their belief 
that the military arm of the govern­ 
ment will be in action below the Texas 
line within lou r to six weeks. 
Consu l Calls for Warship. 
Los Angeles, Cal., April 29 .— Bearing 
dispatches to the 
state 
department 
from United States Consu l William A. 
Alger, at Mazatlan, containing a last 
frantic appeal to the government to 
save the thou sands of Americans on 
the west coast of Mexico by sending a 
warship. Major Carl F. Petersdorff* ot 
Los Angeles raced from the German 
steamer Abyssinia in Los Angeles har­ 
bor to the nearest telephone office. 
The Abyssinia reached port with 12 
American men, women and children 
who fled aboard the steamer at Ma­ 
zatlan several days ago, and implored 
the captain to save them from massa­ 
cre. 
Major Petersdorff says the consu l's 
last words to him were: 
“There is no hope bu t intervention. 
It. mu st come to protect the 
lives of 
thou sands of Americans 
in 
Mexico, 
and to save the wreck of their prop­ 
erty interests.”

Explorer 
Well 
Equipped to Make Lasting Reo* 
ord of Hie J ourney. 


To make an aocurate description of 
the route taken through an unknown 
country requires an amount of hard 
and incessant labor of which few per­ 
sons have any conception. An instance 
in point may be taken from the ex­ 
plorations of William J unker in Cen­ 
tral Africa. 
This man, a Russian by birth, spent 
five years endeavoring to trace the 
course of the River Welle, which lies 
between the headwaters of the 
Nile 
and the Congo, with a view to deter­ 
mine the position of the watershed 
between the two rivers. 
When actually on the 
march 
he 
wore a coat designed by himself, hav­ 
ing numerous large and Bmall pock­ 
ets especially arranged ltor the handy 
use of his watch, 
compass, aneroid, 
thermometer and note books. 
From 
one of its buttons hung three pencils; 
one red for marking his route, another 
blue for noting the rivers and streams, 
the third black for recording the times 
of starting and haltfag, together with 
all the more notable incidents of the 
day’s march. 
In a little notebook, ruled for* the 
purpose, the exact time of starting 
was put down, thereafter, at the end 
of every five minutes the direction in 
which he was pro<M'« Jing was deter­ 
mined by a glance at the compass 
and carefully noted, while occasional­ 
ly the readings of ^ the aneroid and 
the thermometer were taken. 
A brook crosses the path. With the 
blue pencil it is Instantly designated, 
aa well as the direction pf its current 
and Its estimated breadth and depth, 
Every change in the character of the 
country la entered, aa from wooded to 
grass lands, or from desert to fertile 
sell. 
The prominent objects encoun­ 
tered on the way, with their apparent 
height and distance, are all indicated. 
So also are the names of the tribes, 
and any local Information that may 
Lave been obtained. 
The time and duration 
of 
every 
halt Is carefully kept,

Stanaland and her dau ghter, Miss 
Eva, who die^l on a relief train whilo 
en rou te from Lu gert to Altu s. 
Lu gert, a town of 200, was b lown 
off tho map, only a few b u ildings re­ 
main standing there 
Fu lly ten towns and villages wero 
stru ck and more or less damaged, and 
scores of jveople were Inju red. 
There 
may have b een fu rther loss of life In 
the cou ntry districts. 
Wire commu nications are almost de­ 
stroyed and only meager details can 
\>e had from points near b y the strick­ 
en towns. 
The tornado formed somewhere In 
the neighb orhood of Eldorado, near 
the Texas line, and swept north, strik­ 
ing Altu s 
There was Bome property 
loss, and

On to Blair. Commu nication with that 
town Is cu t off, and It cannot b o 
learned what happened. 
Warren, a small town of 200. is cu t 
off from all ou tside 
commu nication.

Gulf o f Califo rnia, makes so v igo ro us 
a flght when attacked and is ao terri­ 
ble an adv ersary that it

These huge sea mammals are so me­ 
times a so urce o f much danger to 
peaceful passing 
bo ats, hav ing 
the 
sam e effect as a co w o n a railro ad 
track. 
A v essel bo wling alo ng at full 
speed, hitting o ne o f these immense 
bo dies a bro adside blo w is v isibly dis­ 
turbed, and if the ship Is small and 
weak there Is o ften a wreck. 
It has alway s been a standing o rder 
amo ng the whalers that a calf sho uld 
nev er be injured when the mo ther Is 
near. 
Neglect o f this o rder was o nce 
tho cause o f a catastro phe. 
A fleet 
o f thirteen American whaleshlps was 
o ff tjie co ast o f Lo wer Califo rnia, and 
fifty -two bo ats, fo ur fro m each ship, 
were o ut. 
In so me way , In striking 
a large co w whale, a harpo o n trans­ 
fix ed her calf, which was at her side, 
and killed It instantly . 
The mo ther qu ickly satisfied 
her­ 
self that the calf was dead, and 
then 
tu rned upo n her 
aggresso rs 
like a 
v eritable demo n o f destructio n. 
While carefu lly 
avoiding 
the 
ex­ 
po sure o f her b ody 
to 
attack, she 
spread devastation among the flotilla. 
W hen she arose to the su rface it was

Mo o n’s Weather Is Variable. 
"With the temperatu re ranging from 
the b oiling point to a frigidity of 200 
degrees b elow zero the same day, the 
climate of the moon In too u ncertain 
for any hu man b eing, no m atter how 
many changes of clothing he has.” 
This was tho rem ark of Prof. F. K. 
Mou lton, assistant Instru ctor In as­ 
tronomy at the University of Chicago, 
In an address at the Chicago Heb rew 
institu te. 
“Nothing lives on the moon,” 
ho 
said. 
“Any animal wou ld b e frozen to 
death In one hou r and scorched to 
death in another. 
A day on the moon 
Is twenty eight and one-half of ou r 
normal days. 
“It Is b elieved b y su perstitiou s peo­ 
ple that the moon has an effect u pon 
the weather, the seasons 
and 
the 
crops. 
The earth is virtu ally inde­ 
pendent of the moon. 
The satellite 
fu rnishes light at night, b u t no heat 
worth mentioning, and has nothing to 
do with storms and changes of tem­ 
peratu re.” 


Paris, April 29.—After their lair had 
b een wrecked b y two terrific charges of 
dynamite, the b u llets of police, detec­ 
tives and gendarmes advancing u nder 
cover of artillery having failed to dis­ 
lodge them, Du b ois, the world-famou s 
anarchist, and Bonnot, 
the 
"demon 
chau ffeu r” of the “phantom death car’’ 
of the au tomob ile b andits, who have 
terrorized Paris for two years, were 
shot dead yesterday in a hand to hand 
encou nter In a small garage at Choisy 
Le Rol, on the ou tskirts of Paris. 
The b attle, which was the most sen­ 
sational ever fou ght in Paris b etween 
police and hu nted criminals, was wit­ 
nessed b y a crowd of more than 10,000 
persons. 
The entire city 
has 
b een 
thrown Into an u proar of excitement 
b y the conflict. 
Bo th Die Fighting. 
Du b ois was instantly killed b y the 
advancing police after he had raised 
himself from the au tomob ile tonneau 
In which he was hiding, and fired his 
last lou r shots, and Bonnot was mor­ 
tally wou nded as he raised himself to 
tire from b etween two m attresses in 
which he had sou ght safety from the 
dynamite b lasts. 
Two of the detectives participating 
in the tight were seriou sly wou nded. 
Bonnot within the past few months 
had b ecome one of the most daring 
m u rderers in the criminal history of 
Fiance. 
A score of rob b etles, in the 
execu tion of which 
several 
persons 
were killed, were planned b y Bonnot. 
The b andits always escaped In a taxi­ 
cab , and it was Bonnot 
who 
piloted 
the machine from the clu tches of the 
law. 
Satu rday It b ecame known that Bon­ 
not and some of his gang were lu rk­ 
ing at Uholsy 
Le 
Hoi, sou theast of 
Paris and not far from Ivry. 
Finger 
prints left b y Bonnot on an au tomo­ 
b ile du ring one of his gang's melees 
enab led the police to confirm this ln- 
foamation. 
Co rnered in a Garage. 
At dawn yesterday six au tomob iles, 
laden with detectives, led b y M. Le- 
pine, prefect of police, and detectives 
u nder Chief of 
Detectives Gu ichard, 
ru shed to the su b u rb and su rrou nded 
a small garage which tho two b andits 
had b een seen to enter early in the 
morning. The garage was little more 
than a small shed. 
Local gendarmes were called ou t 
and all tho neighb oring dwellings were 
ordered 
evacu ated. 
At ten 
o’clock, 
when the poMce wero still b u sy with 
their preliminary operations, a crowd 
of l o.otM) persons had gathered. 
Fire 
lines were drawn to keep the throng 
ou tside the zone of danger. 
More than a hu ndred Inhab itants of 
Choisy, armed with shotgu ns, 
volu n­ 
teered their services and were accept­ 
ed b y M. Lepine. 
The b andits drove b ack 
the police 
twice and r< cou rse was had to dyna­ 
mite. Two charges were exploded, the 
Second demolishing the garage. 
The 
police then ru shed in and 
shot 
the 
b andits.

cu t, so that the su p p ly Is now French, 
bu t tho p rices for the French walnu t 
are going u p b o high that they may 
within a few y ears become p rohibitive. 
Tho French walnu t is now p articu lar­ 
ly in demand for veneering p u rp oses, 
It being fou nd more p rofitable, as a 
ru le, to cu t it for veneer than to sell 
It for gu nstocks. Thu s It is qu ite like­ 
ly that a situ ation will develop where 
American walnu t gu nstocks will be In 
demand.

Nu merou s ex­ 
amp les demonstrate that th« *lr p rin­ 
cip al op eration» with integrals and 
fractions w« *re by means of addition

and «11 vision were not known In their 
p resent form. 
However, by n longer 
and more Involved p rocess they ar­ 
rived at resu lts p retty accu rately .
